A dispatch frotn Yuma, Arizona, ot 
Sunday says: Y u m a is a camp of dis- 
tress, 
Over 
250 houses are in ruins 
from the flood, 1400 people are home- 
less, not a single 
business 
house 
re- 
mains standing, and it is feared that 
hundreds of lives have been lost in the 
Gila Valley. 
The telegraph wires are 
down 
into 
the 
valley, and, as 
all 
bridges are gone and roads impassable 
no reliable reports can 
be 
had 
from 
there. 


The river about the- town 
is seven 
miles wide, and 
beloW the 
town, in 
places, the 
water covers 
the country 
road in one grand lake over filty miles 
across. 
The 
railroad 
company 
will 
not have the blockade raised lor west- 
bound trains for four d a j s , and it will 
be ten days or two vv^eks before they 
can get out. 
The town has provisions 
sufficient for eieht more days, and the 
Southern Pacific Hotel is feeding over 
a thousand people per day. 


Reports 
from 
Jakuno, 15 miles a- 
bove here, are to the effect 
that the 
flood drove the people 
into 
the tree 
tops, and many becoming exhausted 
from cold and 
hunger 
dropped 
into 
the water and were drowned. 


Reports from 
reliable 
sources 
put 
the loss of life in the valley somewhere 
between So and 100. 


All along the valley for twenty miles 
everything is in 
desolation. 
Houses 
and barns have been washed away like 
things, while 
stock and 
fences 
have 
been carried down by the flood, leav- 
ing 
the country as bare as a desert. 
Men who a few days ago were wealthy 
are now homeless and paupers. 


Eighty miles south of 
here, 
where 
5000 Indians live, the country is flood 
ed for eighty miles square, and as there 
are no hills for refuge 
it 
is 
reported 
that over 100 of them have been drown- 
ed. 


The 
great valley in Colorado 
is a 
vast sea ot water as far as the eye can 
see in every direction.' 


A boat which has just arrived from 
Mohawk, sixty miles up the Gila river, 
brings reports oi terrible los$ of life, all 
the country being under water. 
Ths 
greatest sufferers are 
the poor 
Mexi- 
cans, 
whose 
entire 
possessions 
have 
been swept away, and who have no re- 
sources to fall back upon. 


The river has fallen six feet six inch- 
es in thirty-six hours, and is now near- 
ly at a still. 
The weather is thick and 
threatens heavy rain. 


The loss in this country foots up $2,- 
000,000, of 
which 
the railroads will 
have to suffer the extent of $250,000. 
Old Yuma will never be rebuilt. 
The 
town will go higher up the hills. 


T w o men 
attempted 
to cross the 
Gila river at Riverside with mail this 
morning. 
One wa<; drowned and the 
last seen of the other he was 
floating 
down the river on a pieco of drifted. 


Word received from Gila Eend re- 
ports a small 
cabin floated down the 
Gila river last night past that place. 
Lamps in the cabin were lit, and cries 
of women and children were heard. 


The Immigration bill, which passed 
the House 
on Wednesday last, with 
only 41 negative votes on Friday pass- 
ed the Senate by a practically unani- 
mous vote, and without any discussion. 
T h e bill is certain of being signed 
by 
the President, having passed with so 
little opposition. 


The chief provisions of the 
bill, it 
is hoped will put a stop to-the impor- 
tation of contract laborers by means ot 
advertisements in Europe, and will also 
furnish restrictions on the immigration 
into the United States by way of Can- 
ada and Mexico. 


In numerous 
instances 
heretofore, 
immigrants returned to Europe 
from 
the port of New York, came back by a 
Canadian line of Steamships, and en- 
tered the United Slates through Can- 
ada, there being no restriction whatev- 
er im immigrants now coming in that 
way. 
This provision alone will be of 
immense advantages in preventing the ! 
paupers and other assisted immigrants 
frotn coming into the United States. 


The bill creates the office of Super- 
intendent of Immigration in the Treas- 
ury department at a salary of $4,000 
per year. 
With the exception of that 
official and 
three clerks, it does not 
create any new offices, but allows the 
Secretary of the treasury, where Marine 
Hospital surgeons cannot be obtained 
without unreasonable delay, to make 
arrangements with civil surgeons to in- 
spect immigrants. 
There are 
many 
wise provisions in this act which will 
be of great service in keeping out un- 
desirable immigrants and contract la- 
borers. 


John Copeland, a wealthy storekeep- 
er of

tion he drew a revolver and fired five 
shots at his wife, four of them 
taking 
effect in her body. 
Her death was al- 
most instantaneous. 
The insane man 
then tried to kill his two little children 
and 
commit suicide, but he was dis- 
armed by friends, who were attracted 
to the house by the shootidg. 
Cope- 
land is now a raving maniac and will 
be sent back to the asylum.

and 
was oppointed Postmaster of Pittsburg 
by Polk. 
In 1849 he removed to Phil- 
adelphia and conducted the Merchants' 
Hotel 
successfully 
for a 
number 
of 
years. 
President Buchanan, of whom 
he was a warm personal friend, made 
him 
Naval 
Officer and he was after- 
ward appointed Director of the Mint, 
performing the duties of both officcs. 
Under President Johnson he was made 
A^bsistant United States Treasurer. 
In 
1SV5 
elected to the State Sea- 


pte from Cumberland and 
Hunting 
ton counties. 
He was an ardent Dem- 
ocrat 
and enjoyed 
the confidence of 
all the leaders of his party and the re- 
spect of all his opponents.

Ia making soups always use about one 


quart of water to one pound of meat and 
one teaspoonful of salt. 


Salt causes the scum to rise and there- 


fore makes the soup clearer. 
Uncover 


your soup kettle as little as you con- 
veniently can while it Is boiling, and 
then only to skim the substance that 
rises to the surface- 


Always remove all of the scum before 


putting in the vegetables. 


In using fresh meat for soup always 


put it on in cold water and as It boils 
down fill up with boiling water from 
the teakettle. 
Cold water draws 


the juices f roni trie me=it; hot water seals 
up the outside fiber aad shuts the juices 
ia. 


In order to get the full" strength from 


the meat it should boil slowly a long 
time. 
The meat become . tough when 


cooked hurriedly. 


Take great care ia seasoning soups 


that no oae seasoning predominates. 


It is very easy to season soup too 


highly, and you should rather lack 
seasoning, which can be easily added, 
rather thaa put in too much, which can- 
not be taken out. 


The water in which game has bsen 


boiled makes an excellent soup if a little 
more stock or freah meat be added. 


A few slices of celery cut fine add a
